The case of the United States vs. Pres- 
I ley Barker and John Finch, which has ar-

I behalf of the defense. He was followed 
I by Col. Bristow, who made the closing 
speech pn behalf of the United States. 
The case was then submitted to the jury, 
but up to the time of adjournment they 
had not returned a verdict, and were ad- 
journed untd this morning. 

t£f‘Mr. Clark Mills has furnished a de- 
sign for a Lincoln monument, in Wash- 
irgton, at an estimated cost of two hun- 
dred thonsand to three hundred thousand 
dollars. It is intended to commemorate 
tbe Proclamation of Emancipation. The 
design contemplates a monument about 
sixty feet in height, surmounted by a 
bronze statns of Lincoln in the act of sign- 
ing the proclamation. At hie feet, Liber- 
ty acd Justice are pleading, while behind 
him 8 its Time watching the honr-glass. 
Tbe shape of the column is triangular, 
and at its base are three groups, repre- 
senting different phases of slavery. Be- 
tween the groups, and above them, are 
bas-reliefs, representing the firing on 
Fort Sumter, the Senate and House pass- 
ing the amendment to tbe Constitution, 
Lincoln's Cabinet in Council, the leaders 
of the Emancipation cause, the fall of 
Richmond, and the leading commanders 
of the army acd navy. Considering the 
fact that funds have already been sub- 
scribed, under tbe auspices of the city 
aethorities, for the erection of a statue of 
Lincoln in frpnt of tbe City Hall, and 
that subscriptions to the Illinois and oth- 
er projects for Lincoln monuments are in 
a very languishing condition, the enter- 
prise of Mr. Mills and his friends is a very 
bold one, and will require remarkable ef- 
forts to secure its success.

One fifth of all the female 
children born in Mexico are named Guad- 
alupe, Lupe for short, out of respect to 
Santa Guadalupei The railings around 
the altars, the chandeliers, the commun- 
ion chalices, and plates are all made of 
gold. Before the Liberal government be- 
gan to plunder tbe altars of the cathe- 
drals and churches, this church and 
iig furniture were valued at Ah000,000. — 
liroKnsrille {Texas) Ranchero. 



POVERTY AND STARVATION IN 
LONDON.

There teems to be no nbateiuent in the 1 ( 
terrible povctiy and j«rivation in this me- j 
tropolis. It is said that when the late 
Count Favour visited London, he had the * 
curiosity to make a night e.vpedition to i 
the cast erd of it, in company with an in- 
spector of police, and the result was so 
shocking that the Italian statesman 
thanked Heaven, that, poor as his coun- 
try was, it could not supph-, from one end * 
to the other, sueh a hideous amount of ] 
misery and profligacy. B.^ as things ( 
were then, they are now infinitely worse. 
Not a newspaper but contains enough 
to make ones heait ache; details 
sliamitig our selfish and one-sided civ- 
ilization. Take one: A poor wretch, 

found begging in the streets, is 
sentenced to tirenty-one Jays' imprison- , 
tneni with hard labor I When taken to 
jail he dies in a day and a half. “There's 
an obstinate pauper for you,'' as Mr. 
Bumble would say. “The man was only 
one of fifty-one hapless wretches sent to 
Holloway Prison last week, thirty-four of 
whom, by tbe governor's own admission, 
are nearly in the same state of exhaustion 
as the poor creature who died, 
ijome arc in rags; some almost as naked 
as the Leasts, or covered with hardly any- 
thirg but the vermin that eat into tfieir 
ulcerated wounds. Allare literallay starv- 
ing, and for being like this, and asking for 
food, they are sent off to twenty-one daj-s’ | 
Laid labor and harder fare in a prison. ' If i 
they go to the parish work-house for re- | 
lid, they are set to picking oakum or i 
breaking stones, and what kind of em- 
ployments these are, Mr. Greenwood (the 
“Aniuteiir Casual'’) has been good enough | 
to tell us in the Star. The rate of payment ' 
is three balf-pence a bushel for the stones i 
broken, until a shilling is so earned, and 
a ptnny a bushel afterward, and in addi- 
tion, one loaf a week for every child a 
man has. “I s' pose they think that the 
stones get softer after eight bushels have 
been broke, ' an engine stoker remarked, 
ruefully — an intelligent young fellow who 
had been out of work since March last, 
and had a wife and si.x children, and here 
are the oakum pickers. “Even in a 
casual ward I think I never saw 
such a crew of hopelessly, pov- 
erty-stricken ones. Their clothes were, as 
a rule, tattered and dirty, their faces bristly 
with neglected beard, while their unstock- 
inged feet peeped out of their broken 
and worn-out boots. There was a mildewy 
look about the wretched company, .such 
as 1 never before witnessed, a mildewy 
look about their faces as well as their 
clothes, and nn elHuvIa sickening to t'rnk 
of, as though the forluin hundred had 
that morning crawled out of a damp cel- 
lar in which they had long been incarce- 
rated. Every one of the hundred had his 
bunch of oakum, over which they em- 
ployed their dull fingers, melancholy as 
men w orking for their death rather than 
their living.’’ 

A Costly Sketi ii. — T wenty years ago 
the Duke de Lusnes %ii.s making of his 
magnificent chateau of Dempierre, in the 
valley of Cherceuse, one of the richest of 
art museums extant, and to induce Ingres 
to paint for him there some great work 
worthy of his pencil, he offered him 
60,080 francs, and free quarters in the 
chateau for himself and bis family, fur- 
nishing all the servants and paying all 
the expenses. Ingres accepted, but with 
reluctance, and he and his wife were duly 
installed in a luxurious and splendid suit 
of rooms. After some time the Duke 
showed him the chamber the walls of 
which he was to decorate, but with delica- 
cy made no stipulation as to the size, sub- 
ject or style ofthe desired painting, saying: 

“ Voila\ 1 insist on nothing; do just what 
you will and when you will." Ingres re- 
sponded by demanding that some excellent 
paintings by Gleize — “rubbish,” as he 
termed them — should first be scratched off. 
'Ihe duke complied and absented himself, 
and for the next two months the painter 
and his wife explored at their leisure the 
beautiful environs of Dampierre. The 
following year the duke received from In- 
gres complaints that his wife could not 
endure the cook allowed them and must 
have another, with additional accommo- 
dations, and that the blue velvet hangings 
of the room to be painted must be changed 
for gray to harmonize with his subject; aud 
the easy duke at once assented. Summer, 
however, was again spent out cf doors iu 
the environs, so that when tbe duke re- 
turned in tbe winter Ingres had nothing 
to show but sulkiness, but as soon as he 
had turned his back wrote him that the 
gray hangings must be changed to green. 
This, too, was done, and the artist then 
shut himself up in the ‘‘Ingres Room,” 
letting no one enter at any time, and 
keeping one whole wing of the chateau 
under lock and key that he might not be 
overlooked. The stewart now wrote to 
the duke that be might now return, as In- 
gres had surely llegun. But on his arri- 
val, no offer was made to show him the 
work in progress, and “noblesse” con- 
.strained the duke not to ask to see it. 
This sort of see-saw lasted three years, 
and might have continued iodefioitcly, 
bad not tbe duke, it is said, on one of 
bis visits, perceived from his win- 
dow a woman spreading wet linen upon 
the choicest e.voticsof a favorite parterre; 
and crying out hastily, “Hello, my good 
woman I” discovered too late that it was 
Mme. Ingres herself No apology could 
satisfy her enraged husband, who pro- 
fessed to be greatly insulted in her per- 
son, and tbe couple that very day quitted 
the chateau for Paris. When they were 
gone the duke hastened to open the mys- 
terious room, and found upon the wall — 
the unfinished outline of a single head I 
This he allowed to remain for some years 
as tbe painter bad left it, but subsequently 
covered with a rich collection of ancient 
armor the drawing for which he had paid 
60,000 francs. — Nation. 



Tbe Silver Highwaymee.— Twenty five 
plateados entered the town of Tulancingo 
the other day, acd took off horses belong- 
ing to Gen. Rojo, the military commander 
of the place, whom they were after, but 
failed to find . — Mexican Standard. 

_ Tbe plateados are a band of brigands or 
bigbwavmen, whose origin dates further 
back than the beginning of tbe present 
century. The name signifies “the silver- 
plated,” and was given them on accoant 
of their display of ailver plated arms, 
dress, and horse equipments. Every 
piece of metal, snch as buckles, stirrups, 
buttons, bridle-bits, and even to the horses' 
shoes of this band, are either made of solid 
silver or are plated. 

They are the dread and scourge of the 
valleys of Mexico, Toluca, and Puebla.and 
stories of their operations are as numer- 
ous as those of our ludian wars. Their 
stand-by resort is tbe mountain fastnesses 
of Mount Melincha, situated northeast of 
Puebla, a mountain the diameter of whose 
base is seventy-five miles long. Although 
they have been outlawed by every con- 
servative administration, they have always 
been found in the Liberal army. Juarez 
pardoned them in 1867. They then joined 
Diaz's army, fought at Puebla and in 
front of Mexico until that city fell, when 
they returned to Mount Melincha and to 
robbing. 

There are abont six hundred Mexicans 
, in the bands, but they operate in small di- 
visions. The instance of their entrance 
to Tulancingo, as quoted above, ia a sam- 
ple of their daring. That city has from 
15,000 to 20,000 inhabitants, yet twenty- 
five of the plateados wentjin to it, hunted 
for the comandante, and, not finding him, 
carried his horses to their resorts. 

Kidnapping people and holding them 
for ransom is their principal source of 
revenue. Ladies of wealthy families are 
taken by them and held until ransomed, 
but no instance of their receiving personal 
harm or insult while in their power is | 
known. In 1853 they kidnapped a | 
wealthy widow of the city of Puebla and 
demanded and received $50,000 ransom 
money for liberating her. Their recruits 
are mostly from the wealthy families of 
the citiee of Mexico, Puebla, and Toluca. 
They live a jovial, extravagant life, and 
are free from prosecution as long as the 
Liberal administration is in power. — 
Rrotcnsrille (lexas) Ranchero.

From my advent in public I’fe, now 
some years ago, to the present t' me I have 
passed through many ordeals in uiy strug- 
gle for the interests of the people, but 
never have I fo* a moment swerved trom 
tbe strs'ght line of duty; and, standing 
in this presence, I can solemnly declare 
that there has never been as yet an occa- 
sion when, having been assigned to duty*, 

1 have abandoned qiy post. I rely now, 
as in the past, upon tbe intelligence and 
patriotism of the American people, who I 
believe will come in all their night and 
strength to the rescue of our country and 
save it from the dark storm of passion 
which now threatens its ruin. 

My faith in the American people is 
strong and abiding. I 1: ve never betray- 
ed them, nor do I Delieve now, when waves 
of passion threaten to engulf the land, 
they will deseu or abandon one who, in 
their cause, is engaged in an earnest 
strugrie for the preservation of constitu- 
tional liberty and in the supremacy of 
civil autbori'y. 

I again thank you, gentlemen, for this 
encouragement, and assure you that, so 
long as the vital current continues tc 
warm and animate my existence, and 
niemoiy bolds its place, this occasion will 
be remcnibeied aud cherished. 

Among the documents read in the Sen- 
ate to-day was one from Gen. Grant, which 
contains the following telegrams: 

Washisotox, Aug 1, 1367. 

To MaJ. Gen. John Pope: 

I think your views sound, both in the 
consliuction which you give to the laws ol 
Congress, aud ihedut'es of tbe supporters 
of good government t > see that when re- 
construction is effected that no loop-hole 
is left open to give trouble and embairas- 
ment thereafter. It is certainly the duty 
of the district commanders to study what 
the framers of the reconstruction laws 
wanted to expres*, as much as what they 
do expres.*, and to execute the laws ac- 
cording to that interpretation. These, I 
bel’eve, they have geuerally done, and so 
far have tbe approval of all who approve 
the Cotigressioual plan of reconstruciion i 
[Sigh' d] U. S. GRANT, General. 

On the 23d of December last Gen. Grant 
telegraphed t ) Ger Pope as follows: 

“The constitutions adopted by the Con- 
ventions now in s'-ssion are not the laws of 
the States until submitted to the people 
and ratified by them. I do not see, there 
fore, how yen can enforce the !\w enacted 
by them until so ratified.’ 

Geo. Grant, January 10th, telegraphed 
to Gen. Me,.de, approving the latter s cou- 
duct in removing the State Tretsurer of 
Georgia for not obeying the orders of the 
Constitutional Convention; also the fol- 
lowing: 

“I would not interfere with the elections 
ordered by the Atlanta Convent-on unless 
very satisfactory reasons existed to do so. 
As the Disl-ict Commander you will be 
perfectly justified in adopting as your own 
order the stay laws proposed in tbe Con- 
stitution to be submitted to the people of 
Alabama and Georgia.”

That, it being necessary by the Coasti- 
I tutioD that every ameudaient to thei;.Ame 
! should be proposed ^y two-thirds of both 
I Houses of Congress, the authors of the 
I said proposition, for tbe purpose of secur- 
ing ifie assent ol tke requisite majority, 

I determined to aud did exclude worn the 
said two Houses at least seventy repre- 
sentatives from ten States of the Ujion, 
upon the pretense that there were no such 
States in the Union; but finding that two 
tbiidsof the remainder of sa<d Houses 
could not be brought to assent to the sa>d 
proposition, they deliberately formed and 
carried out tbe design of mutilating the 
int ' grity of the United Siates Senate, and, 
without any pretext or justification, other 
than tbe possession of the power, withoat 
the right, and in palpable violation of the 
Constitution, ejected a member of their 
own body, representing this State, and 
ihna practically denied to New Jersey its 
equal sufi'rsge in the Senate, and thereby 
nominally securing the vote of two-thirdis 
of the ssid Houses. 

T he object of dismembering the highest 
rcpreseii‘atlve assembly in the nation, and 
humiliating a State of the Union, faithful 
at all times to its obligations, and the ob- 
ject of said amendment w:re one: to place 
new and unbeard-of powers iq the hands 
ol a Lction, that it miglit absorb to itself 
all executive, judicial, and legislative 
power necessary to secure to itself im- 
munity fur tbe unconstitutional acts it 
I had already committed, and those it has 
already inflicted on a too patient people. 

The subsequent usurpations ot these 
once National assemblies, in passing pre- 
tended laws for the establishment in ten 
States of martial law, which is nothing 
but the wi!lof the military commander, 
and the*efore, inconsistent with the very 
nature of law, for tke purpose of reducing 
I to slavery men of their own race in those 
States, or compelling them, con*’'ary to 
their own convictions, to exercise the 
! elective franchise in obedience to the 
dictation of a faction of those assem- 
blies; tbe attempt to commit to one man 
arbitrary and uncontrollable power, 
which they have found nc:essary ,to 
exercise to force the people of those 
Slates into compliance with their will, 
tbe authority given to the Secratary of 
War to use the name of tbe Presideot, to 
countermand the President's orders, and 
to certify military orders to be “by the 
direction of the President, ” when they 
, are notoriously known to be contrary to 
the President’s direction, thus keeping up 
the Jorms of the Constitution to wbico 
the people a^e accustomed, out practical- 
ly deposing the President from his office 
ot Commander-iu-Ch'et, and suppressing 
one of the great departQqenta of tne Gov- 
ernment, that of the executive; the at- 
tempt to withdraw from the supreme ju- 
(licial tribunal of the nation the jurisdi 
tiuu to examine a..d decide upun the con-
